The reply filed on 12/02/08 is not fully responsive lo the restriction mailed on 9/2/08 because applicants fail to elect a species of 
protein. Applicants' election as the source of protein sequence, any protein sequence, defined or from a random library(page 1 of the 
12/2/08 REMARKS) is not a proper species election. The Office action, page 2, last paragraph, ibid, states "a single species". 
Fuithennore, the election states that only claim 38 reads on the elected species. Generic claims 12, 19 and 23 would be withdrawn as 
these do not read on the elected species. In addition to the species restriction made in the previous Office action and in view of the 
addition of new claims 38-44, the following species restriction apply (Applicants are to elect one species from each of 1-5 below, for 
a proper species election): 

1 Mammalian cell 

2. Substrate for enzyme 

3. Test agent 

4. Matrix 

5. Integrated modular system.
